Summer 
of 
Unprecedented 
Drought Brings 
to 
Light 
Strange Customs Among 
Nipponese. 


Osaka, .Japan,-—A summer of un­ 
precedented drought has brought to 
light strange and primitive customs 
among the farmers of the country­ 
side around Osaka. 
So great has become the menace to 
crops that there has 
been supplica­ 
tion to the rain gods, used only in 
the greatest emergency, and resorted 
to only twice in the last TO years. 
This is the “opening of the sacred 
well” in the precincts of the famous 
Oira shrine, near Osaka. 
Seven men are chosen by lot from 
among the people of the village in 
which the shrine is located. 
These 
offer prayers for a week, living apart 
in the shrine precincts, and purifying 
themselves by dailv rites of absolu­ 
tion. 
Then a fence of dry grass is 
built around the sacred well and the 
opening begins. 
The well is buried 
deep in the earth. 
Before its stone 
cover can be 
reached 
three 
boxes, 
each containing a prayer in ancient 
Sanskrit, relies of the early days of 
Buddhism in Japan, have to he un­ 
co lilied. 
When the stone cover of 
the well is removed, according to tho 
belief, an inexhaustible Hood of cold

Ocean Mystery Is Seen in Island 
Covered with Cabbages 
Midway between Africa and Australia 
and about I..500 miles from the antarctic 
circle, Kerguelen island or Desolation 
Land, as it is called, presents one of the 
most perplexing mysteries of the Indian 
ocean. Ii is covered with strange vege­ 
tation unlike that found in any other 
part of the world. There are also millions 
of cabbages which bear large heads of 
leaves eighteen to twenty inches acre**.

Barrel for Feeding Slops 
Feeding slops, which are mixed to­ 
gether in a barrel, is quite a tedious task. 
as the stuff has to be dipped out of the 
barrel and fed to the hogs by t he bucket­ 
ful. A much easier method of emptying 
the barrel is shown in the drawing. The 
barrel is pivoted between two pad*, se­ 
curely set into the ground. This is done 
by bolting or screwing around the barrel 
a heavy iron band, in which two short 
sections of shafting are mounted to serve 
as pivots. A metal spout is nailed to the 
edge of the barrel at the mouth to facili­ 
tate pouring the slop. A wooden chute,

slanting toward Ute feed trough, is ex­ 
tended from the tx.rrcl, and the slop is 
poured into this. 


Windshield for Rear Auto Seat 
Windshields used on rear seats of auto­ 
mobiles are usually constructed of thick 
plate glass and require a substantial 
metal frame to hold them m position. 
This heavy construction can be avoided 
by making the shield of celluloid and 
metal rod a* shown in the drawing. It ie 
easy to adjust and there will be no dan­ 
ger of being cut bjr broken glass, should 
an accident occur. 
The framework, is made of %-in. brass 
rod, bent to the ah&|>e indicated.
